Is Rumored. — 


STOCKS BOOM IN MARKET. 


Missouri Pacific and St. Paul to 


- Work Together, Both Gain- 


ing Much by the New 
Arrangement. 


New ‘York, Sept. 5.—[Special. }—Gould.and 
Rockefeller ina community of interestis the 
next great railway combine. The plans in- 
volve a close working alliance between the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul and the 
Missouri Pacific, involving the possible mer- 
ger of the entire Gould system and the 
Rockefeller railways. Reporte of am actual 
merger yesterday sent the Missouri Pacific 
and St. Paul stocks booming skyward on the 
stock exchanges of the country, and at many 
places it is believed that more than the of- 
fensive and defensive alliance of the two 
railway powers is under way. 


Both Gain by Agreement. 

George J. Gould, by the alliance with 
Rockefeller, gets a better entrance into Chi- 
cago for hfs western roads, and Rockefeller 
secures a southern outlet for the St. Paul 
syetem. The Missouri Pacific and St. Paul 
eome together at Omaha and Kansas City, 
and the alliance of the systems means a huge 
waving in traffic business and greater rapid- 
ity in handling freight from the Dakotas to 
the gulf, 

Those in control of the two great syetems 
refuse to talk of their plans. Railroad men 
and stock market leaders believe that an 
actual merger is not intended, but that the 
agreement entered into will bring the roads 
into.as close relations as those now existing 
between the Great Northern, Northern Pa- 
elfic, and Burlington. 


Effect of the Alliance. 

The Rockefeller or Standard Oil interests 
have controlled the Milwaukee and St. Paul 
for the last two years, and they also control 
the Missouri, Kansas and Texas. 

The Milwaukee and St, Paul has no in- 
dependent outlet west of the Missouri river, 

and the Missouri, Kansag and Texas has-none 
east of Hannibal, Mo. : 

The Missouri Pacific, Iron Mountain, and 
other Gould roads on the other hand have no 
other important outlet east of the Mississippi 
river than the Wabash, which does not afford “ 


them all the facilities they neéd, especially to bd 


territory in the north and horthwest. 
With the lines controlled by the Rockefel- 
lers allied closely to the Gould lines, the lat- 


ter' would) be placed in a most advantageous., 


position to meet the competition of the Rock 
Islgnd, the Santa Fé, the Harriman, and the 
Hill systems. 


Drawing Oloser Together. 

Close relations between the Rockefellers f 
and Gould have prevailed for sometime, and 
the Missouri Pacific and Milwaukee and St. 
Paul have for years been working together 
in harmony. 

The Milwaukee and St. Paul will gtve the 
Missour! Pacific a much shorter Mne from 
Kansas City to Chicago than it has by the 
Wabash, anc it will give it a good line to St. 
Paul and points in the Dakotas. The Wa- 
bash of course would continue to be the 
direct outlet for the Missouri Pacific to the 
east from St. Louis, the Milwaukee and St. 
Paul having no &t. Louis line. 

“In connection with the Missouri Pacific 
and the Rio Grande, which is a Gould road, 
the Milwaukee and St. Paul would secure 
the shortest line to Salt Lake City, and from 
that point to San Francisco the Central Pa- 
cific branch of the Southern Pacific, a Harri- 
road, would undoubtedly furnigh the de- 
ed outlet to San Francisco. 


Stocks Boom in Wall Street. 


Thére wes brisk trading in the stocks of 
both railways, which made record advances 
im the market. Missouri Pacific stock went 
up to 120, the highest point reached since 
June, 1901, and St. Paul stock rose to 191%, 
the highest price for it om record. The trad- 
ing amounted to 89,000 shares of Missouri 
Pacific and 44,100 shares of St. Paul. 

In connection with the advance im the price 
of St. Paul stock was a report that the diy- 
idend rate of the company was to be in- 
creased. Semi-annual dividends at 3 per 
cent, making a yearly dividend of 6 per cent, 
have been paid. It was reported that the

Gould Drops Fight for Reading.

LONDON, Sept. 6, 8 a. m.—The conference 
between Colonial Secretary Chamberiain and 
the Boer generals, Botha, De Wet, and De- 
larey, yesterday afternoon was private. The 
colonial secretary promises to issue a blue- 
book giving a report of the proceedings, 
but it is not Ukely that the peace terms 
agreed to at Vereeniging will be amended in 
any essential point. The government may 
in the long run find it good policy to sup- 
plement the grant of $15,000,000 assigned 
as compensation. for Boer losses sustained 
in the war, and it. is quite possible that the 
method of distribution and of satisfaction 
of claims may be susceptible to improvement. 


What the Boers Ask. 

The leading claims forrhulated by the gen- 
erals at the meeting were an increase in the 
Boer rehabilitation grant, the appointment 
of Boers to distribute the fund, that the 
Boers should decide how the appointment of 

oers on the colonial council should be made, | 
and that the Boers should frame a scheme 
for representative government. Tiiey also 
made stipulation regarding the Dutch lan- 
guage and education. 


Boer Generals Are Silent.

Dr. W. K. Jaques Makes Suggestions to 
Police of Northwest Side to Guard 


Against Hydrophobia. 


Residents of the northwest side have been 
warned to be on the lookout for dogs suffer- 
ing from rabfes. Some time ago a mastiff 
bit a number of persons and dogs in that sec- 
tion of the city. It had every symptom of 
the rabies, and after it was killed the carcass 
was taken to Dr. W. K. Jaques, director of . 
the city laboratory. . 

Dr. Jaques reported to Chief O’ Neill 
terday that a post mortem examination of 
the dog revealed an advanced stage of rabies. 
The doctor offered the following precautions: 

That all dogs found to have been bitten by the 
mastiff be destroyed. 

That the people who have suffered in the same 
manner receive the Pasteur treatment. 

That owners of dogs in that neighborhood be 
notified of the importance of keeping their ani- 
mals tied up for twelve days. 

That the police restrain or secure all dogs from 
that neighborhood during that period. — 

Chief O’Neill at once directed Inspector

COURT HEARS OF 


THE “5 PER” TAX 


All Parties to Elgin Asylum 
Suit Except the Governor 
Appear Before Jus- 
tice Underwood. 


TO CALL YATES LATER ON. 


Dr. Whitman, Who Helped Make 
the Levy, Explains Work- 
ings of Political As- 
sessment System. 


The law’s searchlight was turned on the 
republican “5 per’’ assessment yesterday 
when the suit against Gov. Richard Yates 
and others was called tn Justice Underwood's 
court. 

Gev. Yates avoided appearing in person by 
having his attorney, R. A. Childs. accept 


service of the summons and enter his ap- 


pearance. The governor, however, will be 
called as a witness for the prosecution if 
the defense does not call him. 

The suit in which the governor is one of 
the defendants is brought by Harry Clasen, 
a former employé of the Elgin insane asy- 
lum.. Clasen seeks to recover $12 which he 


| was assessed while working for the state. 


Demand for Yates as Witness. 

Attorneys W. E. Shirra and T. F. Laramie, 
representing Clasen, announced their deter- 
mination that Gov. Yates should be heard. 
They have drawn up an affidavit for presen- 
tation tothe court, the substance of which 
is as follows: 

“We expect to prove by Gov. Yates’ testi- 
mony that he directed the assessment and 
levy of a tax of 5 per cent on the salaries of 
all of the employés, male and female, of all 
the public institutions of the state of IIli- 
nois; that, pursuant to this direction, the 
plaintiff in this case was assessed 5 per cent 
of his salary for four months ending Oct. 1, 
1901; that he paid the sum of $12, this being 
5 per cent of his salary for the four months; 
that the money was directed to be sent by 
Gov. Yates to Mr. A. L. French, and that 
the money so received by French was used 
under the direction of Gov, Yates and ex- 
pended for the advancement of his own per- 
sonal political ends. 

“Further, that if any employé of any 
public institution in this state refused or 
declined the assessment so levied, the 
governor directed the superintendent to dis- 
charge such employé, or, if he did not direct 
the discharge of the employé, it was under- 
stood that all such discharges and dismissals 
were sanctioned and assented to by him.” 


Whitman Tells of the Levy. 
When the case was called all the defend- 
ants, with the exception of Gov. Yates, were 
present. It was agreed that neither side 


Wwae.ready to proceed with the trial, but the 


defense asked permission to take the. testi 
many of Dr. Frank 8S. Whitman, superintend- 
ent of the Elgin asylum. 2 request was 
granted, with the understaf that should 
a jury trial be called for by either side the 
testimony so taken might be read tothe jury. 

Dr. Whitman, while denying that the 
assessments were compulsory, gave testi- 
mony that showed the workings of the as- 
sessment system. W. C. Thiers, clerk of the 
Elgin asylum, who, together with A. L. 
French, Gov. Yates, C. M,. Tinney, and James 
8. Neville, ate defendants in the suit, was 
said by Dr. Whitman to be the man who 
“collected the contributiona” Then he 
turmed the money over to Dr. Whitman, who 
“sent the entire amount collected in a draft 
to Mr. French of the state central commit- 
tee.’’ 

“Why did you send the money to ty 
French?’ the witness was asked. 

Because Chairman Fred H. Rowe 
me he was the proper man to whom to send 
i,” said Dr. Whitman.

‘END STRIKE’ ROOSEVELT 


PRESIDENT URGES LEADERS TO 
CAUSE SETTLEMENT. 


Says He Is Confident the Great Miners’ 
Fight Can Be Ended Soon on Broad 
Republican Principles — Senator 
Platt Reiterates His Former State- 
ment That Peace Will Be Declared 
Within Two Weeks—Operators Are 
Alarmed by Importation of Coal. 


Philadelphia, Pa.. Sept. 5.—[Special.}— 
The Record of this city prints the statement 
in themorning that while President Roosevelt 
was in Philadelphia today on his way to 
Washington he was induced to discuss the 
miners’ strike, and expressed the belief that 
it would be settled soon. 

He said he was grieved beyond measure 
at the difficulty in the coal producing states 
over wages and kindred questions, and de- 
clared his belief that there was a remedy 
for the trouble. When asked what could be 
done to get the operators and miners to- 
gether the president said: 

“‘T would refer you to the men at the head 
of the republican party who are in control of 
affairs in Pennsylvania. Iam sure that their 
conservative opinion of the difficulties ram- 
pant will ultimately result in an amicable 
settlement of this great question. Of course, 
politics does not enter into the mining prob- 
lem, yet I sincerely hope the republican prin- 
ciples, which are framed alike for high and . 
low, will level*the problem to an equity.” / 


Operators Fear Foreign Coal. 

The news that a shipment of 8,000 tons of 
Welsh coal has been made and is now 
on its way to this country has caused uneasi- 
ness among local anthracite coal operators.

NAVAL VICTORY 
ENDS WAR GAME, 


Battleships and Cruisers Run 
the Guns of the Forts 
Guarding City of 
Newport, R. I. 


ONE SUCCESS FOR FLEET. 


Joint Maneuvers to Be Followed 
by a Grand Review in the 
Sound This Aft- 
ernoon. 


Newport, R. Sept. 5, midnight.—[Spe 
cial.}~The great game of war, the first eve: 
played by the army and navy, practically 
ended tonight by a spectacular attack on 
the forts guarding the entrance to Narragan- | 
sett bay. 

Three battleships and cruisers ran the gune 
of Forts Adams and Wetherell, getting with- 
in broadside range for all their guns before 
they were discovered. 

The exploit was so daring, so reckless (the- 
oretically), and so well executed that it is 
the general opinion that Rear Admiral Hig- 
ginson is entitled to the credit of winning a 
brilliant victory. 

Army and navy experts declare ‘that noth- 
ing short of actual war could be more spec- 
tacular than Rear Admiral Higginson’s at- 
tack om the Narragansett forts tonight. He 
had beem defeated in a well planned attack 
during the afternoom. The army looked for 
a second attack, but was not expecting it 
go early in the night. 

The searchiights were kept et work in the 
perfunctory way, however, anda little before 
10 o’clock they picked up the ships standing 
into the harbor under a full head of steam. 
They came close in by the Narragansett 
Pier, and it was not until they had passed 
Beaver Tail point that the forts picked 


The Brooklyn, which was supposed to 
have been seriously injured by striking 
an obstruction in New Bedéord harbor tie 
other day, was leading. Behind came the 
famous Olympia ‘of Manila days. Then fol- 
lowed the Kearsarge, Admiral Higginson’s 
flagship. Behind the Kearsarge was the Ala- 
bama, one of the most efficient of the big 
fightersy and the Massachusetts, which 
throughout the maneuvers has made a proud 
record for itself, brought up the rear. They 
were steaming at better tham ten knots, 
which perhaps accounts for the absence of 
the Indiana from the column, for that battle- 
ship is not in condition to make any speed, 

At top speed they came on, and held their 
fire pntit the forts opened onthem. Instant- 

ly the Brooklyn replied with ite forward 
turret guns. Therange was then 3,900 yards. 
It was just 10 o'clock. The Sets fired with 
tremendous rapidity. 

Each ship came into action as soon as-the 
forts opened, firing with the starboard bat- 
tery at Fort Adams and with the port bat- 
tery at Fort Wetherell. It was a clear night, 
with a heaven full of stars, and the play of 
the lights and the flashing of the guns made 
it a beautiful picture, 

With almost incredible speed the ships 
came on, and the roar of the fight filled the 
city, The forts were firing with all the 
speed they could muster, but the game at 
such short range was against them, for the 
ships had them at great advantage in the 
number of their guns as well as in the caliber. 


Every Fort Is Passed. 

It was evident when the ships got so close 
before being fired upon that they had won the 
victory, for with their tremendous preponder- 
ance of fire points they could have both the 
forts put out before the forts could score 
enough tostopa single ship. Theships came 
through the pass between the f at their 
tremendous clip and steamed straight on up 
thebay. As they passed beyond the forts, 
one by one, they ceased firing, the Alabama 
being the last to quit hammering at the forts. 

In less than twenty minutes it was all over. 
When they got up into the bay the ships 
turned on their running lights again and be- 
gan playing their searchlights, They went 
above Conanicut island and there made a 
turn, coming down the bay again, and passed 
out again by the forts they had just run so 
successfully, but this time there was no shot 
fired. 


Army Still Claims It. 


Despite the apparent success of the fleet, 
army officers insist that victory lies with the 
forts. At army headquarters it was said: * 

“We sunk them all; it will take till mext 
year to raise them.” 

Furt Adams alone fired forty-eight salyos 
from the mortar batteries, but the ships 
were so soon beyond the minimum effeétive 
range of the mortars that most of the —- 
were probably useless. 


Afternoon Attack on Newport. 

The afternoon attack upon Newport was 
fully expected, in view of the fact that hereto- 
fore the ehemy had concentrated their efiorts 
upon the race off Fisher's island, the weak 
point in the defense line, 2 

It was 2:80 p. m. when the first gun was 
fired from the Marblehead, which with the 
Mayflower and Scorpion took up position 500 
yards off the signal station at Price's Neck. 
It was seen that an attempt was to be made 
to land and destroy the station. Capt. dack- 
son, in charge of the station, immediately 
sent word to Fort Adams, and three batteries 
of artillery under Maj. Dyer’ were rushed to 
the scene, When the ships had got In poal- 
tion well in shore they opened fire on the ata- 
tion, and after a short engagement two boats 
from the Mayflower started for the beach and 
landed on the rocks in front of the life say- 
ing station. As they camein the two gatiing 
guns were brought into play, and the troops 
gave the landing party a flank fire from 
shore. The marines, 100 in number, landed 
in spite of the heavy fire and went through 
the movement of cutting the cables and de- 
stroying the searchlight. After all was over 
the umpire, Lieut. John Purcell, U. 8. 
decided that the landing party hed beanam 
pulsed. 


Official Ending Noon Today, 
Hostilities will end officially at noon tomor 
row. The distribution of gtory: wi come 
later, when the board of arbitration meets 
at the naval war college and reviews of the 
umpires and observers are received.

OPPOSE VOTH FOR WOMEN 


BRITISH TRADES UNION CON- 
GRESS NOT IN FAVOR OF IDEA. 


Resolutions Adopted Condemning 
Child Labor in Factories and Asking 
Government Control of Properties 
Now Being Combined Into Trusts— 
War in the Transvaal Declared a 
Conspiracy to Grab Territory and 
Substitute Blacks for Whites.

LONDON, Sept. 5.—The trades union con- 
gress at its session today rejected a resolu- 
tion introduced by the general union of 
weavers to the effect that “‘ the time had 
now arrived when in the economic interests 
of women the franchise should be extended 
to them on the same terms as it is or may be 
to men.” 

It was voted that the parliamentary 
committee be instructed to introduce a bill 
in the house of commons to prevent any chil- 
dren under 15 years of age being employed 
in factories. 

The Cigarmakers’ Mutual association in- 

uced a resolution aimed against “ cap- 
itallstic combines,”’ which was unanimously 
adopted. 

The speakers contended that the time had 
arrived when if the state did not control the 
trusts the latter would control the state, and 
that the only permanent solution of the diffi- 
culty rested in national ownership and con- 
trol of these monopolies, 

At the instance of the Navvies and Gen- 
eral Laborers’ union the following resolu- 
tion was passed: 

‘“ That this congress of British trade union- 
iets places on record its unqualified disap- 
proval of the war against the Orange Free 
State and the Transvaal republic, believing 
that the question of extending the franchise 
and the protection of industry was not the 
real cause of the dispute, but the mere shield 
‘to cover am unscrupulous conspiracy to grab 
territory, and replace well paid white labor 
with unpaid, partially enslaved blacks and 
Asiatics."’

REGRETS LOSS OF CRATG. 


Chief Purpose of Journey Is to 
Address Meeting of Loco- 
motive Firemen. 


Washington, D, C., Sept. 5.—[Special.}— 
President Roosevelt, still bearing the marks 
of his accident at Pittsfield, passed through 
the capita] today on his way to Chattanooga, 
where he is to address the convention of loco- 
motive firemen. The president was in Wash- 
ington for a little more than an hour and dur- 
ing his stop over held many informal recep- 
tions of persons who were eager to congratu- 
late him upon hfs lucky escape. 

He arrived at 6:12 o'clock this evening ona 
special train of two cars, made up at Phil- 
adeiphia this afternoon during the brief stop 
there en route from Oyster Bay. Secretary 
of the Interior Hitchcock, Chief Wilkie of 
the secret service, Assistant Secretary to the 
President Barnes, and a number of other offi- 
clals and White House attachés met him at 
the station. 

Loss of Craig. 

“Poor Craig!” he frequently repeated, In 
expressing his thanks to his well wishers. 
Through a cordon of police the president 
was escorted to carriages in waiting and 
was driven to the Baltimore and Ohio sta- 
tion. « Secretary Hitchcock, Commander 
Cowles, the president’s brother-in-law; and 
Secretary Cortelyou rode in the carriage 
with him. 

The special train of seven coaches was in 
readiness, and the president immediately en- 
tered his car. He spent most of the time 
_between then and his departure in conversa- 
tion with Ctvii Service Commissioner Gar- 
field and with others. 

To a number he described the accident at 
Pittsfield. He said it was not the first time 
he had so providential an escape, and re- 
ferred to an incident in the battle of San 
Juan when gunshots struck down two men 
close beside him. 

The personnel of the president's party 
is the same as that on his New Engiand trip, 
except for the addition of railway officials. 


Trip a Hurried One. 


The southern trip will be a hurried 
one, and no stops will be made at points 
other than those announced in the ftinerary 
already published—namely: Wheeling, W. 
Va.;. Chattanooga, Knoxville, Tenn.: and 
Ashville, N. C. The train will reach Wheel- 
ing tomorrow morning at 8:30, and will ar- 
rive at Chattanooga the same hour Sunday 
morning. Sunday will be spent at Chatta- 
nooga quietly and without public program. 
The party will visit the battle grounds during 
the day and the president will attend church 
in the evening. He will attend the firemen’s 
convention Monday morning. 

The president and party will reach Wash- 
ington on the return trip over the Southern 
railway at 6:30 o’clock on the morning of 
Sept. 10, and will leave half an hour later in 
a private car attached to a regular train for 
Jersey City, en route to Oyster Bay. 

In a statement issued at the White house 
today it was announced that the local com-

WAST PARK LEVY HELD UP 


CITY CLERK LOEFFLER REFUSES 
TO-ATTACH HISSIGNATURE. 


As a “Majority” of Town Board He Is 
Using His Power te Prevent the Lo. 
eation of Small Playgrounds in Dis. 
trictsa Which Do Not Need Them — 
Thirty-two Policemen Called to Ac- 
count for Permitting Winerooms in 
Their Territory 


To prevent the west park board from over- 

riding the recommendations of the special 
parks commission as to the location of small 
parks, City Clerk Loeffler, as a ‘‘ majority ”’ 
of the West Town board, is holding back his 
signature to the park levy. He is doing this 
at the request of the special commission. 
’ Mr. Loeffler, as representing two-thirds of 
the town board, has it in his power to in- 
crease or decrease the amount of money the 
west parks will receive. and this power is 
being used to prevent the park beard from 
locating the small parks in districts where 
they are not needed. 

“We do not insist that the specific sites 
we have recommended be chosen,” said a 
member of the special commission, ‘‘ but we 
do intend to have certain localities bene- 
fited by the expenditure of the $1,000,000 
small park bond issue. The localities rec- 
ommended need the parks, and the city is in- 
terested in seeing that these parks are not put 
out in the better residence districts where 
they would add to property values,”’ 


Charges Against Many Policemen. 

Because of the existence of winerooms 
thirty-two patrolmen from outlying districts 
will be taken before the police trial board 
next Tuesday. The names of the police- 
men are being withheld, but each will be 
forced to explain his apparent negligence. 

“TI am determined to rid the city of those 
places,"’ said Chief O'Neill. “ It appears to 
me that these patrolmen have grossly 
neglected their duty.

Six Men Wreck Safe and Building at 
Fremont, Secure Currency, and 
| Escape. 


La Grange, Ind., Sept. 5.4-[Special.]—The 
Bank of Fremont was robbed by a gang of 
six burglars early this morning and the 
vault and front of the building were wrecked 
by dynamite. The burglars gained entrance 
to the bank by. prying open .the treme Ghee. 
and then dug through the brick wall into the 
vault. The dynamite was inserted in the 
safe door, and the door was blown against 
the counter, while the windows were blown 
to atoms. 

The noise of the explosion awakened per- 
sons living near the bank, and when they 
started to investigate they were met by 
armed men and at the point. of revolvers 
were ordered to stay in their houses. A large 
amount of currency was in the safe, but the 
robbers overlooked part of it, and secured 
only a small amount. 

When the robbers finished their work they 
entered carriages, driving north from the vil- 
lage towards the Michigan state line, fol- 
lowed by a large number of the inhabitants, 
but they escaped. = 


BIG INCREASE IN EARNINGS. 


Annual Report of Norfolk and West- 
ern Railroad Shows a Favora- 
ble Condition, 


Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 5.~The annual re- 
port of the Norfolk and Western railroad 
company for the year ended June 30, 1902, 
which will be submitted to the meeting of 
the stockholders at Roanoke, Va., on Oct. 
0, was made public today. 

The total earnings for the year were $17,- 
552,204, an increase of $1,373,136. The operat- 
ing expenses were $10,136,227; increase, $550,- 
470; net earnings, $7,415,977; inerease, $1,- 
022,665. The surplus ever fixed charges is 
$5,123,004; increase, $929,216. 

To pay the dividend of 4 per cent on the 
preferred stock, $910,014 was used, and $1,- 
289,384 was disbursed to pay the dividend of 
2 per cent on the common. The sum of $2,- 
500,000 was devoted to the betterment fund, 
and the deficiency of interest on the Poca- 
hontas bonds amounted to $165,229. There 
was added to the credit of the profit and loss 
account $182,075.

BAKERY DRIVERS 
TALK OF STRIKE. 


Threaten to Tie Up. National 
Biseuit’s Plants and Re- 


duce Bread#Supply. 


TROUBLE IS OVER WAGES.. 


Effort to Be Made Today to Set- 
tle Differences of Stablemen' 
and Big Stores. 


Teameters employed by the National Bis- 
cult company are preparing to strike, and 
threaten to tie up all of the bakeries con- 
trolled by the corporation. The difficulty is 
Over wages, and should it culminate in a 
strike a bread famine is possible. 

The Schmidt Baking company, 75 Clybourn 
avenue, paid their teamsters $17 a week to do 
city hauling. Early inthe year some of these 
men were sent to the Bremner company, & 
O'Brien street, and others to the Kennedy 
Biscuit company, Morgan and Randolph 
streets, When paid by the firm to which they 
had@ been transferred the men discovered 
théir wages had been reduced $5 a week. 

Complaint was made, and on receiving no 
satisfaction the men brought the matter be- : 
fore the National Teamsters’union. The offi- 
cials of the organization attempted to have 
the men reinstated at the Schmidt bakery 
at their former wage, but they fail 


Union Confident of Winning. 


“Tt seems as if the National Biscuit com- 
pany wants a fight,” said President Hugh 
MeGee of the Truck Drivers’ union. “ It has 
cut the wages ef the men and has discrimi- 
nated against the union. We have bucked 
against trusts before, and we will do it 
again. in this case I do not think the fun 
would last more than three hours.”’ 

‘As a reason for his confidence McGee said 
the National Biscuit company hires none but 
union men. These are members of three 
locals—the truck drivers, the coal teamsters, 
and the bakery wagon drivers. 

“Should a strike be called,” continued 
Mr. McGee, ‘* the ‘ trust ’ woulé be unable to 


depots, it would be unable to get coal to run 
its ovens, ahd could net deliver a pound of 
breadstuffs to its customers.”’ 

The National Biscuit company, according 
to union officials, employs about 250 delivery 
wagon teamsters, 20 coal teamsters, and 50 
truck teamsters. It supplies about 70 per 
cent of the biscuits, crackers, and cakes 
used by local consumers, 


Conference for Stable Men. 


An attempt will be made this morning to

cago Federation of Labor took a hand in it 
yesterday and succeeded in getting both par- 
ties to agree to a conference. 


More Boys off Strike. 

Twenty-five boys employed by the Frank 
Parmalee company to guard its wagons went 
on a strike yesterday. They made no de- 
mand on the company before they went out, 
but say they are dissatisfied with their pay 
and want 15 cents an hour overtime. “Man- 
ager Moran said the boys had no grievances 
and were the best paid in the city. 

Active work was begun yesterday by the 
German turners of the city toward raising 
subscriptions to aid the United Mine Work- 
ers’ union. Leopold Nueman has charge of 
the movement. 


Special Train for Firemen.

COMING TO INVESTIGATE 
HOSPITAL VICTIM’S DEATH, 


Alfred. Moore, Husband of Woman 
Poisoned, Expected Here Today— 
Talk of Asking Indictments. 


In the hope of determipjing what course 
shall be pursued in the investigation of the 
deaths which occurred at the Presbyterian 
hospital Aug. 26 Alfred Moore will come from 
Rensselaer, Ind., today for a conference with 
Coroner Traeger. Mr. Moore is the husband 
of Mrs. Laura Moore, who died from an over- 
dose of strychnine, admitted to have been 
given by her nurge, Miss Emily Etheridee. 

Assistant State’s Attorney F. W. Blair 
says there is evidence of carelessness ob- 
tainable—almost enough, he thinks, to bring 
about the indictment of some of the persons 
at the hospital. 

Supt. Francis Nesmith of the hospital 
etated that he had looked into the records 
and found that Mrs. Jerry Deady, 450 Fifty- 
fifth street, was the only patient who died 
at the institution Nov. 21, 1898. She was 23 
years of age, and Walter BE. Kaser was the 


attending physician. According to the rec- | 


ords she died of “‘ chronic endocarditis, dila- 
tation of the heart, and pulmonary edema.” 
She waa buried in Mount Olivet cemetery. 
The only entry on the cemetery books on 
that date contains the name of Miss Ida U. 
McCabe, 450 Fifty-fifth street. It is sup- 
posed that the young woman Was buried 
ander her maiden name and that her death 
is the one referred to by “‘ Mrs. E. A. M,”’ 
in an anonymous letter to Coroner Traeger. 

Inquiry at 450 Fifty-fifth street failed to 


| elicit any information concerning either Mrs. 


Deady or a family by the name of McCabe. 


CHARGES AGAINST AN INTERNE 


Dr. B. S. West of County Hospital Ac- 
cused of Carelesgness in Examin- 


ing Injured Patient. 


Charges that Dr. B. 8. West, an interne in 
the county hospital, was careless in making 
an examination of Charles Olson, and there- 
fore failed to discover that Olson was suf- 
fering from a broken hip, have been re- 
ferred by Warden Hap to the medical 
staff of the institution. 

Olson was taken to the hospital about 1 
o’clock Thursday morning, after he had 
fallen on the walk tn North Clark street 
while returning to his home at 862 North 
Campbell avenue. Dr. West examined him 
and declared he found no injuries. The man 
was taken back to the West Chicago avenue 
police station and about 7 a. m. was taken to 
St. Mary,of Nazareth hospital, where his 
injury was discovered. . 

** Olson was intoxicated when brought in,” 
said Warden Happal, “ and in this condition 
was a hard subject to examine. He com- 
plained of pain in his hip, but the fact that 
the man moved his legs during the examina- 
tion led the physician to believe that there 
was no fracture. While I do not hold Dr. 
West free from blame, I can understand the 
difficulty in the way of the examination. To 
get expert opinions on just what was the 
doctor’s duty, I have referred the case to. 
the medical staff.’’ 

Oison is a musician and is 60 yearsold. At 
St. Mary’s hospital it is said his injury will 
confine him to his bed for some time. 


SUIT OVER PHILLIPS DEAL. 


Adolph Kempner Seeks to Recover 
$2,000 from W. L. Sackett of the 
Morris Evening Herald. 


A suit that is likely to revive interest in the 
George H. Phillips oats deal was begun yes- 
terday in the Circuit court in Grundy county 
by Attorney Jacob Ringer in behalf of 
Adolph Kempner, a member of the Chicago 
board of trade. The suit is to recover $2,000 
from W. L. Sackett, publisher of the Morris 
Evening Herald. 

‘It was a pure business transaction,” said 
Mr. Kempner. “Mr. Sackett came to me 
while the Phillips deal was in progress and 
placed certain orders for oats which he said 
were guaranteed by Mr. Phillips.

Caserta, claimant to the thrones of Naples 
and of the tWo BSicilies, while the Constan- 
tinian Order of St. George is nothing more 
nor less than a political organization, legiti- 
mist in character, and composed entirely of 
the adherents of the pretender. The late 


-king of Naples, elder brother of the count 


of Cagerta, was a warm friend of the papacy, 
and after the annexation of his kingdom by 
Victor Emmanuel! in 1862 and the logs of his 


grown sought refuge at Rome with his con- 


rt and lived there as an honored guest of 
ius IX. until, in 1870. the Eternal city be- 
came the capital of united Italy. 
Ever since the overthrow of the Neapolitan 
throne the papacy has always been regarded 
championing the cause of the Neapoljtan 
ranch of the house of Bourbon. In fact. it 
has generally been understood that the vat- 
ican strongly favored a Bourbon restoration 
at Naples and in Bicily. 

The action ef the cardinal archbishop of 
Naples, therefore, in coming out flatfooved 
against the Bourbon pretender, against his 
cause, and againgt his adherents at Naples 
is worthy of note, eapecially at the present 

oment, when so determined an effort is 

ng made in the former Bourbon kingdom 
of Sicily to arouse the whole population of 
the island against the government in con- 
nection with the recent eonviction and sen- 
tence to thirty years’ imprisonment of 
Palizzelo, acknowledged chief of the Mafia, 
deputy for Palermo, the capital of the island. 
and up to the time of hie conviction the all- 
powerful political boss of Sicily. 

The Mafia and its friends, bent on the lib- 
eration of Paligzolo at all cogts, realizing 
that hia remaining imprisoned will consti- 
tute @ death blow to the Mafia society. are 
publicly ascribing his convietion at Bologna 
entirely to political prejudices and to the an- 
t which the Italians of the north ail- 
ways entertain towarde the Italians of the. 
south, and especially to the Sicilians. I hear 
that the situation in Sicily is extremely se- 
rious, and that so active are the agents of 
the Mafia there that an insurrection is looked 
for againgt the ernment, which will re- 
quire the supendltare of much treasure and 
blood before it is suppressed.

That the church should at the present mo- 
ment come out so strongly at Naples against 
the pretender to the thrones of Naples and 
of Sicily is of considerable advantage to the 
Italian government. It is quite possible that 
the action of the vatican in the matter may 
have been prompted by fte anger and digap- 
pointment at the @jscovery that the count of 
Caserta’s son, the prince of the Asturias.

and Prance. It is well known that the pap?!

istration, and holds the prince of the As- 
turiae largely, if not wholly responsib'le f 
the position assumed in the affair by the boy 
monarch. 


While the diepatches from Berlin have de- 
voted much attention to the enumeration of 
the ordere and souvenirs nted by the 
German kaiser and Prince Henry In connee- 
tion with the latter’s visit to America, they 
fail to make any mention of the principal 
distinetione granted. These have fallen to 
the share of M. G. Seckendorff of Yd 
tom, D. C., who has just received trom 
emperor the second class of the Order of the 
the insignia of the latter consisting 
of a eross worn from a ribbon around the 
neck and @ star on the left breast. Noother 
German-American citigen has ever been tirus 
honored, the highest orders ever conferred 
so far either in connection with Prince 
Henry’s visit or for other reasons, having’ 
been the third clase either ef the Crown or 
of the Red Eagle. The German ambaseador 
alone holds an order of higher rank than 
the one now conferred upon M. G. Secken- 
dorff. 

The reason for the of this exception- 
al distinction muet sought in the inti- 
mate personal relations between Prince 
Henry and M. G. Seckendorff, and Hkewige 
in the fact that the latter’s family has for 
the last 800 years been in every generation 
closely associated with the reigning house 
of Prussia. Indeed. there are few families 
of the German aristocracy that can show 
such a long let of members who have held 
positione of trust and of confidence at court 
as the Seckendorffs. Thus the chief of Prince 
Henry’s household hes ever since he came 
of age been Admiral Baron Seckendorff 
while the grend master of the household and: 
most devoted friend of the late Empress 
Frederick and large beneficiary under the 
terme of her will was Count Gits Seckendorff, 
elder brother of the M. G. Seckendorff who 
makes his home in this country, for the in- 
dependence of which at least two Secken- 
dorffs fought under Washington. The Amer- 
ican Seckendorff, who was led by his mar- 
riage to a charming American, now dead, to 
establish himself in the Undted States more 
than twenty years ago, and who hag made 
his home here ever since with his children, 
has, Mke a sensible man, dropped hie title 
of count as not In keeping with American 
ideas. I may add that from Prince Henry 
he has received in addition to a gold cigar 
cage set with precious stones an almost life 
sige portrait, beautifully framed, 

According to private advices received from 
Brueeels and confirmed by news from Vienna 
a reconciliation has quite reeently taken 
place between the king and queen of the 
Belgians, which has served in a measure to 
smooth away the misunderstanding which 
has lasted fer the greater part of 
their married life, and which ren- 
dered the eelebretion of their silver wed- 
ding some years ago such a hollow mockety. 
Queen Henrietta expressed the other day 
a desire to see King Leopold once again be- 
fore she died, and in consequence thereof he 
went to Spa a fortnight ago and had am in- 
terview lastink several hours with his wife. 
The queen, who is in the lest stages of 
dropsy and heart disease and who may die 
at any moment, hes seemed happier since, 
while there is no doubt that the mews of the 
reconctiation has served to creatte a kindilier 
feeling towards King Leopold among his sub- 
jects than he has hitherto enjoyed.

FOR WATER TEST. 


School Committee Engages 
Experts to See if City Sup- 
ply Is Dangerous. 


THREE WEEKS REQUIRED. 


Then, Unless Report Upsets The- 
ory, There Will Be a Much 
Longer Dry Period. 


While @ corps of bacteriologists is prose- 
cuting a careful search for germs in the city 
water the public schools will remain dry for 
several weeks. - 

At the conclusion of the meeting of the 
building and grounds committee of the 
board yesterday the question of sup- 
plying the schools with pure water was 
as far from solution as ever. It was de- 
termined to ask Dr. John Harper Long, pro- 
fessor of chemistry at the Northwestern 
Medical school, to make an analysis of the 
water supplied by the five city pumping sta- 
tions and secure the services of two ar more 
other bacteriglogists to aid him. 

Three weeks was granted this corps to 
complete its investigation and report, and 
even should the report declare the city water 
usable some further time would be required 
by the board to authorize turning it on again. 

Should the report recommend that the 

ard provide filters or some other device 

or purifying the water the delay will be 
long. In that case apparatus would have to 
be purchased and installed. This expendi- 
ture would necessitate the securing of speci- 
fications and bidg in the usual way. 

The two bacteriologists already named to 

assist Prof. Long in making his analysis are 
Drs. Jordan and Robert F. Zeit. 
_ “The services of the experts have been 
engaged,’ said Chairman Downey of the sub- 
committee, “ that we may have some official 
information concerning the water supply be- 
fore going to any expense to purify it. As it 
is now, we have little to warrant action.” 
Mr. Downey added that it wag expected 
tue repu.. vi Frei. Long weuia 
the position taken by Dr. Reynoids,. Trustee 
Woiff expressed a similar opinion. 

Prof. Long was seen, and he saia he thought 
the cry about the water was exaggerated, 
and that he was not sure it would be found 
to contain impurities after all.

on Thursday. 

What was declared to be the best buying 
that. has appeared.in the market in some 
time was responsible for the sharp advance 
in St. Paul. There is some authority for the 
statement that not a little of the stock taken 
was for the personal accounts of William 
Rockefeller and H. H.-Rogers. Whether 
this signifies an increased dividend or a deal 
with either Union Pacific or Meow Pacific 
remains to be seen. 

The feature of the market inetnded these 
enormous dealings and the sensational ad- 
vance of nearly four points—the greater part 
of it maintained—in St. Paul. The stock 
opened up a full point on a single 100 share 
lot, and thereafter went up rapidly, crossing 
191. 

Whatever the reason for it, although of 
late there have been many suggestionsin the 
street of control buying in respect to some of 
the properties, the shares of several of the in- 
dependent steel companies were = 
strong today. 


This was jeeitatiy. t true of Republic steel 
common and of Pressed steel car common. 
More than 17,000 shares of Republic steel 
common. were traded in at advancing prices, 
with the closing figure the highest for the 
day. Blocks of 1,000 shares and more came 
out a number of times, the purchase of a 
2,100 share lot carrying the price up to 22, 
the close being at 22%. This company is‘a 
large producer of pig iron—a scarce com- 
modity at present—and it is understood that 
it is desired by several large concerns. A 
few days ago the story on the street was that 
an important deal is to be carried through at 
the annual meeting next month. 

In respect to Pressed Steel Car, it is said, 
the earnings of the company now show some- 
thing like 20 per cent on the common stock. 
The reasons for the fecent large advance in 
Sloss Sheffield, which was somewhat reac- 
tionary today, remains as mucha mystery as 
ever, though éarnings are said to be good. 

The advance in copper trust stock was 
said to be due to inside buying. Chicago in- 
terests were the largest buyers of People’s 
Gas, in which there has for a long time been 
a considerable short interest. Officials of 
the company here say that the earnings of 
the property are highly satisfactory, and 
that, as a 6 per cent security the stock is 
selling too low. 

The Gates followers were the active bid- 
ders for Colorado Fuel stock, which rose 
several points. The transfer of the legal 
fight from the Colorado state courts to the 
federal courts is regarded by the Gates peo- 
ple as a distinct victory for them. 

Such late favorites as Pennsylvania, Read- 
ing, Atchison, and Erie were allowed to rest 
during the day, although on any reaction 
good buying appeared. The Morgan inter- 
ests were credited with steady’ absorption of 
the steel trust stocks. 


IN NEW YORK MONEY MARKET. 


General Tendency of Cash, Bonds, Rail- 
road Stocks, and Other Securi- 
> ties in Wall Street. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—At the opening to- 
day the stock market reflected little of yes- 
terday’s reactionary tendency, though the 
undertone was heavy, in view of the unstable 
money market, and lower prices from Lon- 
St. Paul came into early prominence, 
and with Missouri Pacific d.vided the day’s 
honors, renewing rumors of a closer working 
agreement between those two lines. 

On transactions exceeding 55,000 shares, 
St. Paul, while closing below the best, made 
a net gain of almost three points, while 
Missouri Pacific, which was much more ac- 
tive, gained 1% The other southwestern 
stocks, especially those.in the Gould sys- 
tem, made some recovery on the growing 
belief that the government’s crop reports 
would prove exaggerated. Norfolk and 
Western's strength was due to favorable 
forecasts regarding the annual report, and 
Pennsylvania's gain, which was not long 
maintained, was attributed to the ar sated of 
the tunnel franchise opposition.

One imagines all Italian life beautiful and 
picturesque. It is not all of this cliaracter, 
however, but, according to this writer, Italian 
houses are clean. This is more than can be 
said of all houses in England and America. 
The picture of a middle class dwelling is not 
attractive, but the country villas are in gl- 
most all cases picturesque if not comforta- 
ble, according to our.ideas of comfort. 
*“Ttalians of the upper and middle classes 
never eat more than two real meals a day. 
For breakfast they have a cup of coffee and 
milk, with sometimes a piece of bread and 
butter, generally taken in bed. In many 
parts of the country butter and milk are difi- 
cult to get, se that during the villeggiatura 
the morning meal is reduced to black coffee 
and dry bread. The luncheon hour varies 
from 10 to 12, and the meal is a more elabo- 
rate one than its English counterpart.”’ 
After luncheon there is always 4a siesta. 
Five o’clock tea is known only in those parts 
of Italy frequented by foreigners, sweet 
wine and biscuits taking its place among the 
natives. The dinner hour is from 5 to 7. 
Wine, according to this writer, is the most 
typical feature of an Italian dinner. Every- 
body drinks it. Still there are few drunkards 
in Italy and no teetotalers. + 
Unmarried women seem to have as hard 
a time in Italy as they doin France. They 


are past 40. A middie aged spinster appears 
to be taken as something of a joke. If she 
has opinions they are_not listened to. A few 
women of exceptionable ability or remark- 
able character havesucceeded in overcoming 
these disadvantages and acquiring consid- 
erable influence, but they are rare.

EARS ago, in one of the most barren 

and uninteresting of Nebraska towne, 

a young girl, Elizabeth Higgins, grew 

into womanhood.

BLISS CARMAN ON 
THE RIGHTS OF LABOR. | 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIB- 
UNE. ] 

§S far as I am concerned I suppose I 

am not qualified to speak on the sub- 

ject of labor (so called) at all. For 

by “labor’’ one is popularly sup- 

posed to mean only physical work— 


work with the hands—while other kinds of 


work, however arduous, rejoice in the gen- 
teel title of professions. And one who is 
a journalist by trade is apt not to designate 
himself a laborer. 

The truth is, however, that every man is 
a natural born laborer, and idleness is an un- 
happy disease. It is as natural and inevita- 
ble for man to work as it is for him to eat 
or sleep. In fact, the one is only the reflex 
action of the other; we receive constant 
nourishment and daily.recuperation, and we 
live under an iron necessity-to set free the 
accumulated energy which rest and food 
produce. It is inevitable that we should 
hate many kinds of work—work for which 
we are unfitted—but it is more inevitable 
that we should enjoy work of some kind. 

If it were permitted to the professional 
mind to have opinions on practical matters 
I believe I should think of the strike (or of 
all strikes) somewhat as follows: 

In the first place, the present strike, for 
all its wastefulness, is productive of one 
priceless good—it has shown people the ab- 
surdity and moral wrong in private owner- 
ship of natural monopolies. Is + a the 
limit of comic perversity? Here the de- 
lightful spectacle of a great nation, with 
boundless resources in so necessary an arti- 
cle as coal, hampered and annoyed by the 
obstinate wrangling between an obstinate 
clique of powerful capitalists on one side 
and a band of discontented hirelings on the 
other. And while these two factions, each 
absolutely selfish, are holding their squabble 
week after week, the people must go in 
want of coal! The position is intolerable, 
and a poetic justice would send the delin- 
quents quickly packing about their business 
and hand over the coal fields to state owner- 
ship. 

Poetic justice, however, is slow, and is 
only. wrought out through the tardy and 
difficult act of men as they gradually come 
to apprehend the finest demands of ethics 
and to shape their conduct accordingly. 


The trouble is that the great industrial 
game of modern civilization is run on prin- 
ciples that are morally rotten. Why? Be- 
cause it does not recognize right and wrong 
Because 
it has superseded one false conception of life 
—the conception which said, ‘‘ Might makes 
right '"—and has set up in its place another 


equally false, the ideal which says, “‘ Shrewd- 
makes right.” 


But right and wrong 
are not matters that can be governed by 
shrewd and clever self-interest, any more 
than they can be regulated by brute strength. 
They are matters of the heart; they always 
have been so, and always will be as long as, 
the world lasts. And any form of civilization 
which is built on a moral judgment ts bound 
to fail, as all its predecessors have failed be- 
fore it. In our systems of ethics we have 
had the wit to perceive the significance of 
moral ideals and to declare them necessary 
and inviolable. In “ practical life,” how- 
ever, as we fatuously call it, we have been 
content to maintain the old cut throat sys- 
tem of ethics which we inherit from the 
beasts below us. 

And yet one must always be careful not 
to rail against things as they are. Let us 
acknowledge they are bad and manfully at- 
tempt to right them. It seems to me that 
wealthy people are really quite as great 
sufferers from the social evils as.the poor 
are, only their woes are not so apparent. 
The poor suffer from atrophy of the body; 
the rich suffer from atrophy of the soul. 

Now, I think we all acknowledge that every 


man has a right to work. But he also has 


another right which custom does not recog- 
nize at all; that is, the right to own the 
fruit of his work. Under present conditions 
no matter how hard a workman may toil, no 
matter how eminently skillful he may be, 
he is only permitted to retain as much of 
the wealth he produces as will enable him 
to live’and go on working. The landlordand 
the usurer get-the rest. : 

This is true of all men who earn a living. 
The landlord and the capitalist are often, 
perhaps, usually workmen, too, and earn a 
good living, as they should. But they make 
more than they earn; and this is wrong, 
because it is made out of the earnings of 
other men—workmen—without the work- 
men’s consent. 

Now, the interests of labor and capital are 
not diverse; they are one. Both classes are 
bent on the production of wealth. Néither 
can do a thing without the assistance of the - 
other. They must work by a compact. And | 
yet the proceeds of their joint efforts are 
not divided according to any mutual agree- 
ment. For one party to the compact takes 
everything and allows the other party a 
starvation wage. To the simple hearted in- 
telligence this seems a monstrous iniquity. 
I believe that it is so. Surely every man is 
entitled to his share of the wealth of the 
community in proportion to the value and 
difficulty of the service he renders to that 
community. Certainly the unintelligent 
workman cannot expect an equal share with 
his skillful fellow. But their shares should 
differ in proportion to their skill, not in pro- 
portion to their chicanery. Capital has to 
employ labor; it also employs the laborers, 
But labor, quite as truly, has to employ cap 
ital. Why doesn't it employ the capitalists? 

No, we shall not have any better state of 
affairs until we have more honest capitalists 
and more intelligent workmen—men who will

. Another Book on the Negro Problem th 
' the United States. 


As may be guessed from Its title, the book, 
“ Neither Bond Nor Free,” has to do with 
the négro, or as the author, G. Lang- 
horne Pryor, chooses to. express it, 
the Afro-American. From beginning to 
end there is a strong plea for the con- 
sideration of the rights o”° the colored race 
by the dominant clases. The writer presents 
his subject in a dignified and’ unprejudiced 
manner and ts evidently one of the people 
for whom he begs-abso ute and perfect free- 
dom. He acknow!edges the faults and weak- 
nesses of the negro and puts into his stery 
faithful portraitg of familiar characters, 
The romance he weaves is interesting and 
offers the medium whereby the author may 
present his plafnt, which he does with great 
persuasion and earnestness. 

The centra] figure is Merna Attaway, who 
has been educated in Boston and who visits 
reatives in Louisiana. While there she 
meets Toussaint Ripley, a school teacher. 
who desires to help uplift his brethren and 
thinks he sees the opportunity which he 
seeks in ties. The daily conversations 
between erna and Ripley bring out the 
many sides of the prob:em which confronts 
the negro at the present time. The close 
friendship which springs up between the 
teacher and the Boston girl graduai'y ripens 
into love on the part of the former, but ae 


‘he gets deeper Into politics Merna finds he 


is less and iess attractive. Edward Strother, 


a whole souled, straichtforward b'ackemith. | 


has views on the race problem which are 
more to her iiking. He has gone over the 
whole ground and tells the girl that. It is 
the negro’s condition and not his color that 
is keeping him down. .. . And the needs 
of ny peer colored man are the needs of the 
poor "white man—industrial training. ... 
We know how to talk; but, alas, we do not 
know how to work. .°. . But for the lack 
of moral’ training and indvd@trial habits 
there had. been fewer lynchings of our 
people.” * ‘ 

The author pleads espectally that the 
crimes of the negro receive the same treat- 
ment that le accorded the white crimina! 
cass, and begs. that the race be not con- 
demned because of the crimes of the few. 
He hopes for better thine: where such con- 
ditions prevail as to “‘ compel an intelligent 
and refined colored man tv pay first c.ass 
fare for third class accommodations.” 

He continues, “‘ Punish us when guilty ac- 
cording to .aw, but pray do not iorture nor 
degrade us. The negro is not inherently dif- 
ferent from other men. He has the same 
aspirations—he loves, and suffers, and hopes. 
and fears like other men. Conditions in this 
country have, however, operated to make 
him much * lower than the ange!s.’ ”’ 

A chapter of the book is devoted to Liberia, 
where, the writer thinks, the negro has every 
chance tn the world to deve.op. He says is 
the proper place of residence for the Afro- 
American. Still, he does not beiieve in a 


gigantic colonization scheme because the. 


time is not yet ripe for it.

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AND ENGLISH Test 


Prof. Mark H. Liddell ts sure of any audi- 
ence when he chooses to set forth his ideas, 
whatever they may be, and “ An Introduc- 


. tion to the Study of Poetry” (Doubleday, 


Page & Co., New York) is well calculated to 
bring him both opponents and sympathizers. 
Mr. Liddell proceeds upon the theory that 
English verse has not yet been reduced to 
@ science. Such laws as it has are made 
upon the basis that English, like Latin, has 
& quantitative value. It is Mr. Liddell’s en- 
feavor to set this idea aside, to examine 
English verse without regard to the feeble 
and inadequate-laws now existing, and to 
set forth the concomitants of English poetry 
in such a way as to permit of their classifica- 
dion, ramifications, and appetation. 

The task is a cold blooded one, and the 
reader of the book cannot but be dis- 
mayed at the clinic which he is made to 
attend, For a time, indeed, this dismay 
amounts to revolt, as the reader perceives 
the author's futile attempts to analyze that 
subtle thing which differentiates poetry from 
prose even as love is differentiated from 
friendship; but mitigating statements occur 
which reconcile the reader,.such.as: “A 
scientific method for the study of poetry in 
general need not begin with an attempt to 
explain the nature of ultimate notions of 
beauty; it will be quite sufficient for scientific 
purposes if such study begin with a frank 
admission of our inability to explain these 
things, and start from generally recog- 
nized .imitations of fact which condition 
the art of poetry to make it different from 
other arts which appeal to the esthetic 
gentiment.” 

The elements of Mr. Liddedl’s problem are 
difficult of comprehension to one who, like 
the present reviewer, has been in the habit 
of judging of poetry much as she does of 
music, by the appeal made to the emotions. 
The author says: “We are so impressed 
by the power of poetry that we think of it 
as something made by a wonderful and wn- 
usual person; we do not realize the fact that 
all the wonder and marvel is in our own 
brains, that the poet is ourselves. He speaks 
our language better than we do merely be- 
gause he is more. skillful with it than we 
are; his skill is part of our skill, his power 
of our power; generations of English speak- 
ing men and women have made us sensible 
to these things, and our sensibility comes 
from the same source that the poet’s power 
of simulating it comes from. Given a little 
more sensitiveness to external stimuli, a 
little more power of associating ideas, a co- 
ordination of the functions of expression 
more apt, a sense “of rhythm keener than 
the average—given these things we should 
be poets, too, even as he is.”” 

There is something about the aspect of 
the scientific mind that is peculiarly trritat- 
ing to the layman—particularly to the senti- 


 » mental layman. For never by any chance

do these explanations seem to explain, and 
Mr. Liddell’s category of constituents seem 


- yo more to create poetry than a statement of 


the elements of skin, blood, nerves, and 
muscular tissue makes life. What an acces- 
sion of stimulus would the ordinary business 
than require to turn from his invoices to 
dictate such a sentiment as: 


A thing of beauty is a joy forever: 
Its loveliness increases; it will never 


- Pass into nothingness; but still will keep 


A quiet bower for us, and a sieep 
Full of sweet dreams and health ar ead quiet breath- 
ing. 

This is not because Keats experiences more 
intense cerebration than the business man. 
Tt is within the realm of possibility that the 
business man may think more, and that 
measuring instruments would perceive a 
greater pulsation. it is not because Keats 
had an extraordinary theoretical knowledge 
of English. Most likely he was no gram- 
mrarian, and he might have been perplexed 
by the first questign put to him for definition 
in prosody. it is merely that he was a born 
poet, and to talk of the codrdination of his 
functions will not lessen the mystery or dim 
the glory one particle. 

It ig evident that this interesting, if per- 
verse, book is intended as an introduction 
mérely to works more formulative. The au- 
thor has before him a large and dignified 
task, and it is to be hoped that he will suc- 
ceed in procuring more definite and satisfac- 
tory laws for the regulation of poetry. 

But it must be insisted that, after all the 
laws are learned by the academicians and 
the standards carefully agreed upon, some 
yntaught men living remote from schools 


will one day, beholding a bird, or a flower, 


or @ woman, or some other thing which ap- 
pears to him as a symbol of world beauty 
and mystery, sing a simple ballad which no 
learning can confute, no grammatical rule 
measure, no mere theoretician imitate. 

Mr. Liddell speaks with particular irrita- 
tion of this point of view, but, at the risk of 
incurring his displeasure, it must be main- 
tained that poetry, like a number of other 
things in the world, defies analysis, rises 
above ignorance, confounds logicians, and 


cannot be taught. 


Even the protesting, obstinate, and glee- 
fully ignorant-sentimentalist must, however, 
admit the industry, formulative thought, 
originality of courage, which has gone into 
the making of this “ prolegomena to a sci- 
ence of English prosody.” It is a book that 
thé schoolmen cannot afford to pass by with- 


out consideration.

Armand and Camille were seated at 
the table where they had been enjoying such 
viands as these, and their dialogue was mak- 
ing the best sort of an impression on a crowd- 
ed house. Then in came that maid servant 
with the wabbliest sort of candelabra. The 
scene was so engrossing that she was scarce- 
ly noticed, but when she set down her burden 
between the lovers and one candle toppled 
out and put the ice cream in a blaze—well, 
the strain was broken. The entire audience 
burst into a laugh, and the curtain had to be 


Tung down. 


N OLD ROMAN THEATER.—Upon 
the initiative of the French acad- 
emy and of the influential society 
Enea of the Amis du Théatre Antique, an 
MeEIoE cffort is being made to put the 
ancient Roman theater near the provincial 
village of Orange on a national footing with 
the ThéAtre Francais, the Odeon, the Opera, 
and the Opera Comique. The ThéAatre 
a’Orange is one of the architectural giories 
of France, and the idea of granting a govern- 
ment subsidy and making it a sort of French 
Baireuth is warmly supported by Victorien 
Sardou, Paul Hervieu, Alfred Capus, and 
Henri Lavedan. 

The ThéAtre d’Orange, which was built 
during the Roman empire to divert the con- 
quered but restless Gauls from dissension 
and revolt, is the best preserved and perhaps 
the most imposing open air construction of 
its kind in Europe. A few plays and operas 
were produced at Orange ten years ago, and 
some theatrical representations were given 
there during the world’s fair of 1900.’ The 
theater will. be opened during the months 
of August and September for a series of 
performances of Leconte de Lisle’s drama, 
Les Brypnies,”’ and Georges Rivollet’s four 
act tragedy, Les Pheniciennes,”’ adapted 
from Buripedes. These plays will alternate 
with “ Oedipe Roi,” Alceste.” Athalie,”’ 
and other pieces of the classical répertoires. 
of the ThéAatre Francais and the Odeon. 

The actors will include Mounet-Sully, Paul 
Mounet, Mme. Segond-Weber, and. other 
members of the Comédie Francaise. The 
Théatre d’Orange, although in the open air 
and so large as to seat 10,000 spectators, has 
wonderful acoustic qualities, and actors and 
actresses with well trained voices have no 
great difficulty in making themselves heard 
in every part of the arena. The theater has 
a semi-circular form. and rows of steps in 
the auditorium reach to the top of a hill upon 
which is a fig tree of great age. The stone 


-wall which surrounds the stage measures 


120 feet in length, and the stage itself is 
128 feet wide and 158 feet.in depth. Sardou 
considers the Orange .theater to be the 
finest in the world, and Maeterlinck, who 
recently visited it, said that *the theater 
evoked ‘more profound impressions than 
did the Cologne cathedral, Notre Dame de 
Paris, or the falls of the Rhine at Schoff-

i : —Joe Mount, business manager of 
the Belaseo-George Juvenile Spe- 
(ip clalty company, was speaking the 
Staewes other day of actresses of distinction 
whom he could remember as stage children. 
“T can't recall all of them,” he said; “ per- 
haps not half of them; still I have known 
at least twenty stars who began successful 
careers in juvenile parts, Some of the note- 
worthy are: Ellen Terry, Julia Marlowe, 
Cecilia Loftus, Madge Robertson Kendal, 
Effie Shannon, Bijou Heron, Fay Templeton, 
Elsie Leslie, and Grace Hopkins. Besides 
these Ethel Barrymore, Maude Adams, and 
Annie Russell might be included, so young 
were they when they made their stage dé- 
buts. Miss Russell was a girl with her hair 
in a long braid when she swept the country 
in *‘ Esmeralda’ in- 1881, and she had been 
on the stage in small parts for several years. 
Maude Adams made her first appearance 
with the late Jim Hearne at the old Maguire 
Opera House, San Francisco, in the early 
'80s, when she was a baby, and was not 
fully grown when she appeared in ‘A Mid- 
night Bell.’ Ethel Barrymore was a mere 
girl when she charmed playgoers as the 
maid servant in ‘ Rosemary’ in her uncle's 
company, and is now one of the successful 
stars in the theatrical world, and yet a young 
woman. Miss Marlowe was in juvenile com- 
panies, and yet the famous Juliet played 
boys’ parts. For a season she was Sir Joseph 
Porter in ‘ Pinafore.’ 

** Miss Shannon has also acted in the Gil- 
bert and Sullivan opera which was played 
by many companies, of juveniles. In one 
of the same organizations, Fritz Williams, 
then a mere boy, was the Sir Joseph, and 
was also the idol of his company, arid the 
beau ideal of all the little girls. Bijou Her- 
on, who later married and retired. from the 
stage, was more famous as a child than 
as a grown actress. Fay Templeton’s stage 
career dates back to the time when she 
was about 8 years old at Maguire's theater, 
San Francisco, and, although she and Maude 
Adams were carried on as babies, no girl 
ever played parts and sang and danced 
so young as the ‘ Weberfield’ mimic. When 
she grew a little older she was a comic opera 
star in a company managed by her father, 
John Templeton. At 9 years of age she 
sang the leading roles in the light operas of 
that time. Lotta Crabtree was only be- 
tween 5 and 6 years old when the miners 
at Laporte, Plumas county, Cal., started 
her on the road to fortune by showering 
her every night with gold nuggets. Under 
the care of the old time minstrels, Ben Cot- 
ton and Joe Murphy, she became famous 
as an actress. and one of the wealthiest 
women in the theatrical world. Today there 
are many children on the mimic stage who 
will develop into stars.”

She 
told an interviewer recently that she had 
receiyed an offer to return to New York, and 
that she had refused it because she liked 
neither the country nor thepeople. Also, she 
delivered several sage observations upon the 
American theater, 

“The fearful rush, nolse, and excitement, 
not only in the street but in the home,” she 
said, “are hateful to me. So much coarse- 
ness and brutality repel me, and yet, side 
by side with all their roughness, one finds 
in America distinction of manner hardly to 
be surpassed elsewhere. When a society 
piece is played, what elegance, what un- 
pretentiousness are shown by the actors!” 

And, then, in further: rebuttal of Mans- 
field’s insinuation that most American actors 
do not know how to eat soup, she said that 
it had greatly surprised her to find that “in 
a land where no nobility exists,” counts and 
princes are accurately portrayed on the 
stage. 

“No arrogance and ostentation are evi- 
dent,”’ she continued, “ and yet in the midst 
of this refinement one meets at every turn 
exaggeration and -affecta&ion in other direc- 
tions. American acting has evidently devel- 
oped under French influence. But where 
the French exercise wise discretion and re- 
serve, the Americans exaggerate; where Re- 
jane turhs once, the American actress turns 
threé times. This tendency toward exag- 
geration is seen also in the toilets. The 
value of everything in the United States de- 
pends upon the exorbitant price given.”’ 

HE “DIVINE” SARAH’S PRESS

Sarah admits it. It is not actresslike, and 
it is not Bernhardt-like. Instead let us be- 
lieve that the story is the invention of the 
press agent.
